Letter from Rev. J. W. French to the Editor of the Chronicle das, 
ted Feb. sth, 1832. 

During the latter half of the last year.there has been 
an interesting revival of religion in thistown, A num- 
ber of persons from this place attended a 
meeting at Craftsbury in the month of July, where 
their attention was arrested by the Holy Spirit; and 
several became in consequence, the hopeful subjects 
of divine grace. A new impulse was given to some of 
the Jprofessed disciples of Christ in that town, and 
meetings became more frequent, solemn and interest- 
ing. In the ay of August a four-days meetin 
was held; two daysin each Meeting House, whic 
was attended with happy results. For some time af- 
ter that meeting, the operations of the Spirit of God 
were powerful and glorious. Ia the society connect- 
ed with the first churth, there was scarcely a family 
which remained unaffected. The almost universal in- 
auirv was, “ What shall | do to be saved.” On the 
first Sabbath in January, there were added to the first 
church forty-nine petsons. On that interesting day 
the first person who presented himself in the broad 
aisle to take the vows ef God upon. him, was a veteran 
soldier of the Revolufion; the second was a lad of 
twelve years of age. 

It is believed, that there are not more than 20 per- 
sons in this Society, over the age of 14 years, who are 
not indulging the hope thgt they have been born of the 
Spirit. 

Among the meafs which have laid the foundation, 
| or prepared the way for this interesting state of things, 
may doubtless be mentioued, Sabbath Schools and Bible

The Notes are copious, and are evidently the result of *much 
careful study. They are particularly rich in illustrations from 
parallel passages of Scripture, though light is industriously 
gathered from a great variety of other sources; and the whole 
has evidently been prepared with the most conscientious and 
anxious desire to exhibit the exact ‘‘ mind of the Spirit.’’ 
Nor is the author a heartless student ; a vein of warm and 
elevated piety rans through the work, which it is delightful 
to find in connexion with so much critical labor. Although, 
therefore, we think him sometimes farejfal, and @ little apt 
to discover in a text or a word more that it was intended to 
express, we can recommend his volume With confidence to 
adult classes and individuals who may wish to study the | 
book of Genesis.

OPPOSITION TO RULERS. 

As to the resistance of opinion, the lawfulness, nay, 
even the duty of it must often be allowed; but under 
certain qualifying circumstances, As, 1, That this 
resistance of opposing and inculpating opinion is not 
directed against government, as such, however strict, 
| provided it be just and impartial. 2. That it is not 
personal against the supreme magistrate himself, or his 
delegated authoritiés, but relates to public acts only. 3. 
That it springs not from mere theoretical preference of 
some new form of government to that actually exist- 
ing, so that it has jm it nothing practical, 4, That it 
proceeds not froma hasty, prejudiced, or malignant 
interpretation of the character, designs, and. acts of 1 
government. 5, Thatit is not factious; that is, not the 
result of attachment to parties, and of zeabto effect 
mere party objects, instead of the geperal . 6. That 
it does not respect the interests of a few only, or of apart 
of the community, or the mere local interests of some 
Femein opposition to the just interests of other places. 

Inder such guards as these, the respectful, but firm 
expression of opinion by speech, writing, petition, or 
remonstrance, is not only lawful, but is often an im- 
perative duty, a duty for which hazards even must be 
run by those who endeavor to lead up public opinion 
| to place itself against real encroachments upon the fun- 
damental laws of a State, or any serious maladminis-
